Mo. B. It was the first of the ex- 

evtioD trains which the Baltimore and 
Ohioia to run from the east to the 
world's fair. Just east of Monroe Falls 
is a sharp curve, and the ill-fated train 
oame around it at the rate of 50 mile.° 
ni'llOTUr.' The tremendous i)resRnre 
oanaed the spikes to give way in the 
rotten ties. The rails spreml. three 
oars wero derailed and mure than '<IU 
people were either fatally injured, 
crippled for life or temporarily dis- 
abiea. 

The embankment and the ri>;ht hand 
side of the track is 15 U-i t higU and 
over this the coaches tumbled, carrying 
their precioua load of hnman freight. 
One car was literally torn to pii cea. 
scarcely one timber holding to another. 
It was in this car that the pas.sen^^crs 
sustained the worst injnriep. i'hn 
Other two cars were also badly di8able<l 
and lay at the bottom of the embank- 
ment. Great holes were crushed into 
fhe sides and the o<.'cii]iaiits and con 
tents were mixed up in the greatest 
wnfusion. 

Fortunately flames did not add to thi' 
terrible work of the \vre< k. and bravt 
men went to work with a will releasing 
the helpless from the coacheb in whicli 
they were imprisoned. Many of the 

Saesengers were able to crawl out of 
be windows ;iiid holes in tlic sides of 
the r;i,i. Ih -^. but others were piuiieil 
down by the seats and broken timbers 
■ Word was immediately sent along 
tha line and medical aid stiminoneil 
Physicians and surgeons from this city 
Kent and Cuyahoga Falls, were at once 
hastene<l to the 'scene of the wreck 
The wounded were tenderly cared for 
and later were brought to this city by 
train, where ambulances promptly con- 
TSyed them to the city hospital.
